1« Over the pest sever al month s CAHELM has reported increasing 
unhappiness vltb Volf SCBEinOB's leadership In the Deutsche China- 
Geeellschaft* Some of Sohenke *» opponents are apparently unhappy vlth 
Schenke personally as veil as bis polities, vhile others approve of his 
political views but feel that Schenke *s co n troversial political activi- 
ties are hannful to the DCG. EdOl HOFFMANN delivered a sharp atta^ on 
Sohenke at the Septesdber 1958 meeting of the DCG, reported in Reference 
A, and others have criticised Schen3ce either at DCO aaetings or privately. 
Frits EANDGS and Edouerd SOLDCH could be expected to go along vlth, but 
not to lead, any move to depose Schenke. Claus RICXMERS, although be 
appears to be fairly close to Schenke in the DCG, allegedly remarked at 
one session of the executive committee that he personally admired Schenke 
but that Schenke *s political activities vere harmful to the DCG and a 
nev chairman must be found; (this vas told to CABEU4 by Esndge) • Bezmenn 
8 CBHANN and Schenke are not on good terns and CABEEM believes Sefavaiin Is 
probably Intriguing against Schenks. According to FOB reports in 
Reference B and C, Gerhard FIATOV is also opposed to Schenke as veil as 
Schwann and would like to depose them. 

2. Vemer Otto von UEHTIU recently told£^ ^^that Schenke had 
agreed to step down from the DCG chairoanship and that the only stuabling- 
block remaining vas the difficulty of finding a suitable replacement, i.e., 
someone of public stature who voxild be favorably received by German 
governmental and business circles. Von Hentig ruled Mms elf out because 
of his kxwTvn unpopularity with the Bonn Government. Ibe only clue we 
have in recent CAHEIM reporting to support von Hentig 's statement is 
Schenke 's increasing concentration on dooestic political activities at 
the expense of the DCG. On the other hand, Schenke recently told CAEEUI 
that he vas dissatisfied vlth the vay things vere going in the DCG and 
that he vas going to start moving his “own" people into the DCG. 



3 * It is our guess tha'^the mcutive eommlttee has, as indicated 
by von Hentig *0 statement to£^ J demanded that Schenke resign his 
position as chalrmui. Schenke prc»ably gave a conciliatory, akblguous 
reply vhile preparing for a stiff internal struggle. Schenks* a term as 
chairman is not up until the aunmer of i 960 hut there could be a sove 
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at the J\uia 1959 pla&ary aesaloa to uoaeat bla. Ihla la necaaaarlly 
apeculation on our port. CAHELM la not a oenber of the board of 
dlraotora, la probably vlervad aa Schanka'a 'ten" by tha otbar DCO 
maoibera, and would not ba fully Inforaad on davalofinanta within tha 
axttoutlva eooiftlttaa.
